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Preface 


This  sunmaryj  which  continues  a  series  begun  in  1936^  comprises  a  some- 
what less  extensive  range  of  subject-=matter  than  summaries  issued  in  the  past. 
Topics  having  but  very  indirect  relation  to  land  use-=-such  as  marketing, 
cooperatives  J  pests,  plants,  and  animal  s="=  have  been  omitted.    The  same  is  the 
case  with  the  usual  concessions  to  veterans  of  '^Yorld  War  lie    Trivial  or 
routine  laws  in  general  (such  as  a  minor  change  in  a  board  manbership,  or  an 
authorization  to  counties  to  acquire  surplus  property)  are  also  omitted. 
Partly  as  a  consequence,  the  number  of  classifications  has  been  considerably 
reduced,  and  the  materials  included  have  been  rearranged  to  some  extent. 

Forty- four  States  were  in  regular  session  during  1945— all  except 
Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Mississippi  and  Virginia,    A  number  of  extraordinary 
sessions  were  also  held,  especially  after  World  War  hostilities  ceased;  but 
as  copies  of  the  special  session  laws  of  several  States  were  not  available  in 
time,  this  Summary  includes  only  the  enactments  of  regular  and  extended  ses- 
sionsc    Laws  of  the  1945  special  sessions^  as  well  as  of  the  adjourned  ses- 
sions of  Georgia  and  Missouri,  will  be  carried  in  the  1946  Summary, 

For  a  few  States,  it  was  not  possible  to  give  the  official  citation  to 
the  laws  digested,  as  the  of ficial 'versions  were  not  available  in  Washington. 
In  those  instances,  digests  were  made  from  the  reports  of  the  Commerce 
Clearing  Housec     Othenvise,  the  number  given  to  identify  the  law  is  the  num- 
ber of  the  act,  chapter,  or  resolution,  as  the  case  may  be,  except  for 
Illinois  and  Oklahoma  where  the  citation  system  differs  from  the  customary. 

Individuals  contributing  to  the  preparation  of  this  Summary  are;  Helen

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FEDERAL  LEGISLATION^ 


Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1958;  Amendment.    Provides  that  any  farrr. 
having  a  cotton  or  wheat  farm  acreage  allotment  in  1942  but  on  which  cotton 
or  wheat  is  not  grown  in  any  r-.rcp  year  during  the  present  emergency  (beginning 
with  the  crop  year  1945)  because  of  the  production  of  war  crops  on  such  farm 
or  because  the  farm  owner  or  operator  was  serving  in  the  aimed  forces  of  the 
IMited  States  may,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  future  cotton  or  wheat 
allotments,  be  treated  as  if  cotton  or  wheat  had  been  planted  on  the  fann  in 
such  crop  yearc    Provides  that  any  farm  on  which  peanuts  were  not  grown  in 
any  year  during  the  present  emergency  (beginning  with  1945)  because  the  owner 
or  operator  was  serving  in  the  U-Sc  armed  forces  may  be  treated,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  establishing  future  peanut  allotmentSj  as  if  peanuts  had  been  grown 
on  the  farm  during  such  year  and  that  the  past  acreage  of  peainuts  may  be  ad- 
justed upward  to  the  extent  that  the  acreage  used  for  growing  peanuts  on  such 
farm  in  such  year  is  below  the  normal  history  of  the  farm.     (Public  Law  12, 
S.  338,  approved  Feb.  28,  1945.) 

War  Department  Civil  Appropriation  Act,  1946.    Provides  $24,172,000 
for  flood  control  (general)  and  prohibits  the  Agriculture  Department  from 
using  its  examination  and  survey  funds  except  in  accordance  with  priorities 
approved  by  the  Secretaries  of  7far  and  Agriculture.     (Public  Law  24,  H.  R..  2126, 
approved  Mar,  31,  1945,) 

Housing.    Increases  the  mortgage  authorization  under  the  National  Housing 
Act  by  ^100,000,000  and  extends  the  Federal  Housing  Administration's  authority 
to  insure  \jntil  July  1,  1946.     (Public  Law  27,  S.  681^  approved  Mar,  31,  1945.) 

Commodity  Credit.     Increases  from  $3,000,000,000  to  $4,750,000,000  the 
amount  which  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  is  authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit 
of  the  United  States,     Suspends  for  the  duration  of  the  "vvar  and  a  specified 
period  thereafter  the  restrictions  upon  the  sale  of  cotton  contained  in 
Sec.  381  (c)  of  the  Agricultural  Adjustment  Act  of  1938:    Provides  thatj  with 
specific  exceptions,  farm  commodities  shall  not  be  sold  by  the  Corporation 
during  the  period  of  such  suspension  at  less  than  the  parity  or  comparable 
price.

Under  the  AAA  program,  administrative  expenses  are  limited  to  $22,911,200,  a 
decrease  of  $1,338,800  below  1945;  the  ceiling  on  the  1946  program  year  is

special  grass  and  legume  seed  program^    Two  hundred  and  seventyt^f ive  thousand

IMder  the  Forest  Service  there  were  several  increases  over  1945,  in- 
cluding $200,000  for  aerial  photography  and  mapping  of  national  forests, 
■'$331,286  for  increased  timber  sales  and  for  surveys  and  appraisals  for  co- 
operative sustained-yield  managanent  plans,  $300,000  for  experimental  forest 
work,  $227,520  for  forest  products  utilization  research,  $118,764  for  inten- 
sification of  range  inspection  and  management  and  resumption  of  range  inven- 
tory program,  $100,000  for  reseeding  on  the  national  forests,  $1,034,880  for 
forest  fire  cooperation,  and  $2,299,672  for  forest  roads  and  trails,  of 
which  $1,500,000  is  for  maintenance  and  reconstruction  of  forest  highways. 

Under  AHA  there  v^ere  several  increases  over  1945,  among  them  being: 
$205,000  additional  for  payments  to  States  for  agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tions; BAI  received  increases  totaling  $484,411;  BPIS&AE  had  increases 
totaling  $266,080,  including  $133,660  for  obtaining  information  needed  in 
development  of  irrigated  lands  of  lower  Colorado  and  Columbia  basine;  and 
$112,500  for  infomation  on  functional  requirements  of  farm  buildings  and 
on  farm  uses  for  electricity.    E&PQ  had  increases  totaling  $374,118.  BHN^cHfi, 
had  increases  totaling  $127,650  to  study  ccaisumption  levels  of  farm  families 
and  their  adjustments  to  different  income  ($75,000)  and  to  develop  basic  in- 
formation on  functional  requirements  of  farm  and  iniral  dwellings  ($52,650); 
A&IC,  increases  totaling  $285,288  for  additional  operating  expenses  in  con- 
nection with  the  several  lines  of  research,  including  $253,254  for  the 
regional  research  laboratories. 

Approximate  changes  in  working  funds  available  to  the  staff  offices 
were  as  follows:    Office  of  the  Secretary,  decrease  of  $53,850;  Office  of 
Solicitor,  decrease  of  $26,870;  Office  of  Information  (for  salaries  and 
expenses),  decrease  of  $61,881;  printing  and  binding,  decrease  of  $160,000; 
BAE,  economic  investigations,  decrease  of  $53,680,  and  crop  and  livestock 
estimates,  increase  of  $14,680;  and  OFAH,  increase  of  $81,812, 

A  cut  of  10  percent  was  made  in  the  Budget  estim.ate  for  penalty  mail 
costs,  althou^  the  Act  provides  $77,090  more  for  this  purpose  than  was 
available  in  1945.    The  Act  authorizes  the  purchase,  maintenance  and  operation 
of  airplanes  by  BPIS^yAE,  E^J*^,  »nd  FS,  and  also  authorizes  SCS  to  maintain 
and  operate  (but  not  purchase)  airplanes.     (Public  Law  52,  H.R.  2689,  approved 
May  b,  1945.  ) 

Flood  Appropriations.    Makes  available  until  June  30,  1946,  $2,000,000 
of  the  balance  of  the  $15,000,000  appropriation  to  Department  of  Agriculture 
for  loans  and  grants  to  farmers  whose  property  has  been  or  may  be  damaged  by 
floods  in  1945,  and  for  servicing  loans  made  under  such  appropriation  in  con- 
nection with  1943  and  1944  tloods,  provided  that  not  more  than  $300,000  shall 
be  used  for  grants  and  that  not  more  than  10  percent  of  the  aggregate  amount 
loaned  or  granted  shall  be  for  admihistrative  expenses..  Appropriates 
$12,000,000  to  the  'Yar  Department  for  the  repair,  and  so  on,  of  flood-control 
works  destroyed  or  which  may  be  destroyed  by  floods;  and  provides  an  additional 
$8,055,000  for  "Flood  control,  general"  in  the  'Mar  Department  Civil  Appropria- 
tion Act,  1946.

Defines  "agricultural  commodity"  in  the  Price  Control  Act  as  including  live- 
stock.   Prohibits  maximiom  prices  on  beef,  mutton,  and  pork  products  which  do 
not  allov/  a  reasonable  profit  to  the  industry  as  a  group  on  each  species. 
Provides  that,  while  the  Stabilization  Act  is  in  effect,  no  slaughtering  limi- 
tation shall  be  imposed  on  a  plant  if  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  has  certi- 
fied that  the  plant  is  sanitary  and  that  the  meat  is  suitable;  exempts  from 
this  provision  plants  operating  under  the  Meat  Inspection  Act,  and  provides 
safeguards  against  discontinuance  of  such  operation  in  order  to  apply  for 
certification  under  the  new  provision;  permits  the  Secretary,  as  a  condition 
of  certification,  to  require  plants  to  make  meat  available  to  the  Government; 
and  makes  meat  processed  under  this  section  available  for  interstate  shipment, 
(Public  Law  100,  S.J.Res,  30,  approved  June  30,  1945.) 

Second  Deficiency  Appropriation  Act,  1945,     Includes  additional  do r row- 
ing authority  of  $120,OuO,uOO  for  REA  loans  and  an  increase  of  $650,000  lor 
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REA  salaries  and  expenses;  $408,000  for  "Conservation  and  use"  to  enable  AAA 
to  measure  acreages  of  burley  tobacco  in  the  detemination  of  compliance

(Public  Law  156,  H.R.  3368,  approved 
July  17,  1945. ) 

■  A. A. A.;  Tobacco;  G.G.C.  Loans.    Requires  establishment,  subject  to 
growe rs '  re f e renda ,  of  marketing  quotas  on  fire-curea  and  dark  air-cured 
tobaccos  and  directs  tnat  price  supporting  loans  be  made  availaole  by  CCC  on 
fire-curea  tobacco  at  75  percent  and  on  dark  air-cured  (including  Virginia 
sun-cured)  tobacco  at  66-2/3  percent  of  the  Burley  tobacco  loan  rate.
